The committee say, ''When the sentiment be- 


et me& unanimous ^n the minds of 200,000 patri- 
ot ic, hbertjj-loving, God-fearing people that 
tl ere are certain rights to which they are en- 
ti Jed, but of whicji they1 are depnved, common 
fz irnisHs and common decency demand that re- 
si ectible attention and consideration should be 
given to their claim for the exercise of those 
ri ;hts| ard privileges." Every word of this is 
tr IB, ex-cpt the God-fearing flourish, if applied 
to the entire territory. But to apply it to one- 
hz !f the territory in contest with the other half 
it b comes tho mos]t extravagant hyperbole. In 
th j fii stlplace, recent del elopments have clearly 
ah >w<; that the sentimen , is b'y no means "nnan- 
in out," i as many of tbo leading citizsna and 
papers of tho south are v armly in favor of "ad- 
m GBipn as a whole.1' In Ihe second place, do 
thfc cc mmittee rneari to i faeit that the southern 


and ask, for farther evid ?nce on this point. 


The committee again nay, "The people of the 


southern portion of Dakota ask at the bands of 
congress tha division of the territory npon the 
forty-sixth parallel, and they ask it as an un- 
questionable right." In another-poriion of their 
address they say, "We dt declare that the right 
indisputable rests with! IP pedple to define their 
own boundaries." If th 5 "southern half" have 
the "undisputed" right to define its own bound- 
aries, why should the conmittee ask it '-'at the 
bands of congress?" Aiy person may learn by 
referring to Art. 4, Sec. 3 of the Constitution of 
the United States, that the people of a territory 
have no lawful rights whatever in establishing, 
ortltering, or "defining" their boundary lines. 
The matter rests solely with congress. The 
members of the Huron convention evidently 
supposed that the people of a territory had "the 
indisputable right to define their own bounda- 
ries." The entire proceedings of the Huron 
convention, and those of the Sioux Falls conven- 
tion will rest upon this assumption. Hence 
when the superstructure is completed, it will 
have- nothing but the sandy foundation of an 
erroneous assumption to rest npon. If a dele- 
gation should be sent to congress under the aus- 
pices of the Sioux Falls convention, and thai 
delegation holding the parchment rolls of the 
constitution of Southern Dakota in their hands, 
should say to congress, "We have the indisputa- 
ble right to define < nr own boundaries," what 
would congress eay? Why, sirs, they would say 
nothing; but holding up their heads, and elevat- 
ing their spectacles, they would put on a broad 
grin of derision mingled with pity, as they gazed 
n the delegation. And, waving the question of 
eing a prophet or the son of a prophet, I would 


add: About the middle of January next, dis- 
appointed and defunct politicians from' the 
classic land of the Dakotas will be lying around 
Washington like strangled serpents by the cra- 
dle of Hercules.

Now, 
according to the statesmanship and political 
economy of tnis "address to the people," it 
would be wisdom to divide the Territory into 
one hundred and fourteen States, in order to 
bring it npon the economy platform of Rhode 
Island. The address asserts several tjimes that 
by virtue of having 60,000 inhabitants, they 
have a right to "demand" admission according 
to the ordinance of 1757 and the terms of the 
Louisiana purchase. If this doctrine be cor- 
rect, Dakota could, at the present time, organize 
into seven States, and eajch "demand" admis- 
sion for the same reason, and Congress would 
be bound by the ordiancq, and the treaty, to 
admit them. It ought to be superflons to re- 
mark, that the ordinance of 1787 and the terms 
of the Louisiana purchase confer no 
such 


powers upon the people of a territory. Mr. 
Monroe, Secretary of State under President 
Madison suggested that Congress exchange part 
of this same Louisiana pnrcha-e forthe western 
pa^t of Florida. What would have become of 
those rights which ths committee speak of, as 
being vouchsafed by the treaty, if Mr. Monroe's 
suggestion had been carried out ? 


But what can and ought now to be done? 


Congress will reject the movement inaugurated 
at Huron, for two reasons. First, because the 
movement ignores tho rights of deeply inter- 
ested parties which congress is bound to, and 
will zealously protect. 


Second, Because a latitudinal line is too vague 


and indefinite for a state boundary. 


Congre-s would incur no responsibility for 


rejecting the movement for these reasons. If, 
however, the territory should ask admission 
without division, no reason could be given why 
it should not ba admitted, and either party 
would incnr a hravy responsibility for prevent- 
ing it.

The organic act of the territory gives 


the governor and the legislature the au- 
thority to locate or remove (he 'capital 
of the territory, but it does not prescribe 
the manner in which that shall be done. 
They did remove it from Yankton; they 
did locate it at Bismarck;' and they re- 
pealed the law locating it at Yankton in 
the most express terms, and in an inde- 
pendent section that can not be over- 
thrown. The decision of Judge Edger- 
ton, without giving the reasons why, 
simply ousts ihe commissioners from 
office, and it wduld seem, if it has any 
effect, only creates yacancies which the 
governor, under the organic act, has a 
right to fill.

The report was referred to the committee on 


street grades and additions, with instructions to 
accept ths bid whish is for the best interests of 
the city, and report at the next meeting. 


Mr. Coffin and others guaranteed the payment 


of contractors for work to be ddne in the grad- 
mj of streets, thus assuming the debt and trust- 
ing to the property owners for indemnity. 


On motion, the bid of John P. Hoagland for 


the building of all

Ordered that the Chief of Police be instructed 


to remove all venders from the streets and side- 
walks. The police were also ordered to remove 
all offal, debris-, manure and other obnoxious 
rubbish from the low lands south of the track, 
and all persons hauling refuse matter to this 
locality hereafter will be subject to arrest and 
fines. 


The petition of tho Bismarck street railway 


company, asking for the right of way to con- 
strut^ ca street railway in the city, to be built 
within one year, and tq have the exclusive right 
of way for fifty years and to operate nol less 
than two miles of road, was read the second time 
and an ordinance granting the privileges asked 
for was passed. Tho city attorney was instructed 
to see that good and sufficient bonds be given 
by the street railway company for the faithful 
fullfilment of the conditions of the agreement.

and privileges narred, enumerated or included 
therein, and that the plaintiff have and recover 
of'the defendants the sum of blank dollars, 
costs, taxes and all herein. Done in open court 
this 27th day of August, 1883.

tal at Yankton, unless the supreme court should 
otherwise order, It will take three or four jus- 
tices of the supreme court to reverse Edgerton's 
decision, so the question is' looked upon here as 
practically settled in favor,of Yankton.

site will make them desirable for onsiness 
purposes, 
They will front the new.pemion 


office and be convenient to the city hal , which 
is on "he south side of Judiciary Square, and be 
within reac^ of all the executive departments 
and of the capital by a few minutes' ride in 
horse cars. Between the pension office and the 
city hall is a fine park with yoimg trees of 
many varieties growing thrifty, which is destined 
within a few years to be one of the favorite 
summer resorts of the city.

- THE GENERAL LAND OFFICE. 


Those records are not in a fire proo* building 


and never have been. Many of them are kept 
in dark, musty rooms, where no ray of sunlight 
ever penetrates. Burning gas must be used and 
foul air Jrcathed while searcbing'for informa- 
tion in these inconvenient and unwholesome 
places. The clerks are crowded as badly &s the 
records, and their health is constantly endan- 
gered by the closeness of their quarters. The 
land'office has no home of its own. It is a ten- 
ant by sufferance of the patent office, and, with 
the Indian bureau, is an intruder. Tha patent 
office was built with funds contributed by the 
inventors of the country. It never cost the gov- 
ernment a dollar, and is aud always has been 
self—suitaining. 
But its space, which is all 


neeoec. for itself, is occupied in good part by the 
land and Indian bureaus. It is a case Of unjusti- 
fiable imposition. 


The lane, office is also self sustaining. Its re- 


ceipts not only meet all expenses, Jut Day a large 
•"surplus into the treasury. While tiia ia the 
case it is ccnicd an appropriation for a builaing 
suitable to its wants, and the pension office, 
which not only yields no revenue, but isj'the 
c lief source of expense to the government, is 
provided with fine quarters at a 


OI5EAT OUTLAY OF THE PUULIO MONEY. 


T ie iccords of the land office, priceless in their 
va.ue and permanent in their^character taa they 
effect tbe great propertyfintcrests of.the nation, 
are kept in a building liable Lto destruction at 
any time, while those ofkthe pension office, tem- 
porary ia their value to tje public, will 'je 
placed where they will be safer than.any others 
ia the publio custody. Tha .bureausjwhich coat 
the people nothing are denied what taey should 
have, while that which is most expensive of all 
is given what it really does , nofc need. 
This 


utrange fact shows the influence the soldier ele- 
ment exerts in egislation. I do not think we 
should quarrel with it even if whatsis .success in 
accampli'hing may seem inconsistent when, 
viewed in the light of other things. The soldier 
elemeLt is what saved the country in its hcnr of 
need, and gratitude should go.ont to' it in all 
forms. If it has taken precedence ia securing 
a permanent home of its own it has,earned it in 
secfSrhig the perpetuity of its government that 
bestows the home.

1C al. parties interested 


a re Willing to work for the right, and in the 
eirection in whica wor<£ will tell, the way is 
plain and all difficulties Disappear at once. 
The address to the pec pie of Dakota by the 
committee appointed by the Huron convention 
professes to set forth the reasons why the terri- 
tory should be civided.and the one-half of it 
immediately admictea intogthe "Union. We de 
cice to examine those reasons: 


The committee say, ''When the sentiment Be- 


comes unanimous in the minda of 200,000 patri- 
otic, liberty-loving, God-fearing people that 
there are certain rights to which they are en- 
titled, 3ut of wjich they are ceprived, common 
fairness and common decency ccmnud that re- 
spectable attention anc. consideration shoula be 
given to their claim for the exercise of those 
rights ard privileges." Kvery w«?rd of this ia 
trie, ex-cpt the God-fearing flourish, if applied 
to the entire territory. 3ut to apply it to one- 
half the territory in contrast with the other half 
Hi 3 comes the most extravagant hyperbole. 
In 


the first place, recent developments have clearly 
ab^wi that the sentiment is by no means "unan- 
imous," as many of tje leading citiisna anc. 
papers o_" the south are warmly in favor of "ad- 
mission as a whole." In the second place, do 
the committee mcaji to ufaeit that the southern 
half are "patriotic" while the northern hair are 
not; that the southern half ire "liberty-loving" 
ani the northern half are not; that the southern 
ha.f are "God-fearing" and tbe north not? Such 
is "he meaning ot tbe language if applied to the 
southern ba f as they intended, especially when 
they are giving reasons for a separation. 
Upon 


what grounds do the committee claim that the 
southern half have "righ s to which they are en- 
tit ed" and are ''deprived." and "fairness and de- 
oerry demand that respectful' attention should 
be given" by congress, to the utter exclufiou of 
the northern half? 


The committee assert an "unalterablee emand 


that they be vouchsafe the rig at to become a 
Hta_e by virtue of promise when they should 
number 60,000 souls, which was guaranteed to 
them by sole ma treaty, «vben the region became 
» part <>; the uomain of the Jnitec 
3tatea." 


We utteely deny any 
such "promises" or 


"BO'I emn treaty" terms oelonging to the Louisi- 
ana purchase. Cur present constitution came 
in force in 1769, and Louisiana was purchased 
in 1803, consequently it became a possession of 
the government under the provisions of our ex- 
isting constitution. Art 4, Sec. 3: "7he Con- 
gress shall have powr to c is pose of ant. make 
all needful rules and regu'ntzons respecting the 
territory or other property belonging to the 
United States 
When the United States bought 


Hioui-ijina and owned it as "property," she 
eon d have, the next day, or the next year, sold 
the same property baci to France, or to Spain' 
or to any other purchaser. Congress possesses 
the same power undiminished to-day, anc. could 
sell Both North and South Dakota to England 
as a permanent reservation for Sitting BuL and 
his tribe. I make tais remark in passing, that 
young States seeking admission into the Union 
may be modest in their demands' and employ 
respectful language in addressing the Congress 
of the United States. 


The committee again assert that their course 


is no departure from "due and ordinary pro- 
cess, and practices and customs whica have pre- 
vailed from the earliest periods of our federal 
history." Here they are again mistaken. Tbe 
almost uniform practice baa been for congress 
to commence process by inviting or authorizing 
tae territories to prepare for admission. The 
Statesman'^ Manual, from which I quote, pre-i, 
eenta the eevera 
cases in tas following lan- 


guage: "The ptate of Indiana, having formed a 
constitution in conformity to act of congress, 


was. 
by Joint resolution, admittec into the 


union." "An act was pissed by congress in 
Apri , 1813, authorizing (he people of Illinois 
territory to form a constitution and state gov- 
ernment, preparatory to admission an a state." 


"The 
people of the western part of Mississippi, 


aa authorized by congress, to form a constitu- 
tion , preparatory to admission into tb.9 union 
as a state." "The people of Alabama were 
an'horizac to form a constitution ana state 
go vein men t, prepaiatory to admission as a 
etate," Thus with other states. What Judge 
Gooley cal s "enabling acts" are merely acts of 
congress inviting a territory to become a state 
in the union on the terms congress may comti- 
tntioaal'y prescribe. 
But a territory may com- 


ply with all constitutional requirements with- 
out B ich inv.tation acts on the part of congress, 
anc congress, could udmit it, without violating 
any l»w or constitutional provision. 


The committee assert that "the movement is 


prom jtec. by pure and simple patriotism," inti- 
matirg the patriotism of the "northern ja f is 
impure. Congress may take a "politics.pause" 


and ask, for further evidence on this point. 


The committee again say, "The people of t ic 


southern portion of Dakota ask at the bands of 
congress the division of the territory upon the 
forty-sixth parallel, ana they ask it as an un- 
questionable righ-,." In another portion of their 
address they say, "We do dec-are that tbe right 
indisputable rests with the people to define their 
own boundaries." If the "southern naif" have 
the "undisputec" rig it to define its own bound- 
aries, why should the committee ask it "at the 
aanc s of congress?" Any person may leatn ay 
referring to Art. 4, Sec. 3 of the Constitution of 
the United States, that the people of a territory 
have no lawful rights whatever in establishing, 
or a.tering, or "defining" their boundary lines. 
Che matter resta solely with congress. The 
members of the Huron convention evidently 
supposed that the people of a territory haa "the 
indisputable right to define their own bounda- 
ries." Che entire proceedings of the Euron 
convention, and those of tbe Sioux Falls conven- 
tion will rest upon this assumption. Hence 
when tae superstructure is completec , it wil 
have nothing but the sandy foundation of an 
erroneous assumption to rest upon. If a dele- 
gation should be sent to congress under the aus- 
pices of the Sioux FaJs convention, anp. that 
Delegation holding the parchment rolls of the 
constitution of Southern Dakota in tbeir hands, 
shoulc say to congress, "We have the inaisputa- 
ble rigbt to define « ur own boundaries," what 
would congress say ? Why, sirs, they would say 
nothing; but holding up their beads, anc. elevat- 
ing their 6pectac.e»,(they won d put on a broad 
grin of derision minglec. with pity, as they gazec. 
n the delegation. Ana, waving the question of 
eing a prophet or the son of a prophet, I would 


add: About the micdve of January next, dis- 
appointed anc. defunct politician* from the 
classic lane, of the Dakotas will be lying arounc. 
Washington like strangled serpents by tbe cra- 
dle of Eercules. 


This discerning committee ask separation 


" lecause the characteristics of the two psople 
are as different as conic, be imaginec.." Imag- 
ination sianlc, be held in abeyance 
where 


statesmanship is in 
uemand. It 
certainly 


woulc. be difficult to find half so large a dis- 
trict in the Unitec States, where the characteris- 
tics ot the people are more similar. Che only 
possible difference is, tbe southern half are 
"Goc.-fcarinsj and moral," while in the north, 
the intellectual predominate. 
But this is a 


cause of "harmonious ciscord," not strife. 


r_'he moat remarkable reason for division 


given by this astute committee is, that Dakota 
should be t ivic ed into small States H^e Dela- 
ware and Khoae IilanL, in 
[ore er that "the 


expenses thereof shall be the least burdensome 
for State purposes.'' The argument of the 
committee is:'It ci sts libodc Island 10 milla on 
the dollar to govern it, Kew York 21 mills, and 
Dakota, according to this scale, 60 mills. Now, 
aocorc-ing to the statesmanship and political 
economy of tnis "accress to the people," it 
would be wisdom to divide the Territory into 
onebuntjrec and fourteen States, ia order to 
bring it upon the economy platform of Rhoae 
Island. The address asserts several times 'hat 
by virtue of having 60,000 inhabitants, they 
have a right to "demand" admission according 
to the ordinance of 17S7 and the terms of the 
Louisiana purchase. If this doctrine be cor- 
rect, Jaiuta could, at the present time, organize 
into seven States, and each "demand" admis- 
sion for the same reason, and Congress would 
be bound by the ordiance, and the treaty, to 
admit them. It ought to be supertJous to re- 
mark, that the ordinance of 1787 and tje terms 
of the Louisiana purchase confer no 
such 


powers upon the people of a territory. Mr. 
Monroe, Secretary of State unc.er President 
Madison suggested that Congress exchange part 
of this same Louisiana pnrcha-e for the -western 
part of Floriaa. What would have become of 
thoee rights which the committee epe&k of, as 
'being vou^hsafec. by the treaty, if Mr. Monroe's 
suggestion hac. been carried out ? 


But what can and ought now to be done? 


Congress will reject the movement inaugurated 
at Huron, for two reasons. First, Because the 
movement ignores the rights of ceep.y inter- 
ested parties which congress is bonne to, and 
will zea onsly protect. 


Secona, Because a -atitndina. line is too vague 


and indefinite for a state boundary. 


Congre's would incur no responsibility for 


rejecting the movement for these reasons. 
If, 


however, the territory should ask admission 
without division, no reason could be given why 
it should not bo admitted, and either party 
woulc incur a heavy responsibility for prevent- 
ing it. 


If the Sioux FaTTr~te«iivention will postpone 


its wor£ for five or six weeks until c elegates 
can be chosen in the counties of the territory 
not represented ^there Dakota can be ac mitted 
at tbe next scapjon of congress. And that every 
interest may be fully guarded, it can be ad- 
mitted with a proviso similar to that upon 
which Texas was ac mitted, to-wit: That it may 
be divided afterward by the sta*8 legislature 
anc. congress. 
• 


Let us for the time being have "admission as 


a whole," and one year from now tbe new state 
of Dakota will Btanc. at the head of the column 
of state , in the production of the world's great 
ceres), wheat.

erals tver witncfHed in Bismarck, was that 
which followed the remains <>f^ the late Hugh 
McDonald to Iheir last resting place Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Mr. McDonald was one of 
the 


brave pioneers of the city who came here when 
the eburagsoui little band of frontiers men were 
compelled to battle with inconveniences, suffer 
hardships and isolation. 
He proved himself a 


man of nob'e instincts and generous impulses 
and gained the warmest frieiia-ship aad esteem 
of his companions and fellow citizens. As a 
recognition of his ability and manhooc, tbe 
citizens elected him to'a saat in the city coun- 
cil in 1881 anc 1882 and last year ho was elect- 


CQ county justice. He was one of the charter 
members of the Pioneer lire company and helc 
responsi >le positions in that organization. For 
years he has believed that he would die of con- 
sumption as all of his family aefore him have 
gone of tbe dreao aisease, at about the age of 
thirty. His sufferings were .ong and painful, 
and be gradually fell away until the angel of 
death carried him! beyond the reach of earthly 
ills. 
The fire c epartment, 
including 
the 


pioneer company, of which he was a moat 
worthy member, anc. the Banner hook and 
lacder company attenc ed the funeral, which 
was over a mile in .ength. The ceceasec. .eaves 
a wife and family in comfortable circumstances, 
having had his life insured for two thousand 
dollars in the Northwestern Life Insurance i 
Company, and was the possessor of considerable 
valuable city property.

bank proceeds new proof of ancient life and 
rigor, and frontier , bloodshed are developed. 
This corner whereg^ou-th and Meigs streets 
intersect was where uhe pioneers of Bismarck, 
Fort Lincoln anc. the Missouri slope broke the 
monotony of a^lone_y life by gathering in Dave 
Mullen's saloon at midnight s hour and uniting 
in revelry, camping songs and very often, rmts 
of the wildest confusion.

its work ofj'eason's'destruqtioji,!revolvers, knives 
and riftea were? masters or ceremonies. While 
searching for antiquities and relics in ihe cel.ar 
which haa been dug on this notorious ppot, a 
' number of petrifactions [aud drift rocks were 
fount., among them being a petrified tnrt e, 
pieces of lav* and a few small specimens of 
cjuarti.

blocks in the northwest it beiug erected, and 
where crude tents aud lowly log cabins then , 
stood in solitude and .oneliuess are now reared 
the proud heads of mammoth brick and stone 
structures embellished with ali the beauties of 
modern architectural effects. 


From Hi-mure,i to Washington . 
The following truthful picture of the capital 


city, is an extract from a letter Written from 
the capital city of Dako-A to the national 


jtal, aud although tBe name of the writer is 


not given, the hand of a prominent Michigan 
statesman is plainly v.sible. After speaking of 
Dakota, her climate, opportunities, natural re- 
sources and development, «je able correspond- 
ent says: 


"Burleigh county deserves especial mention 


as having wie^ted from the competing counties 
of Dakota and Minnesota,*! a grand fair,the first 
prize—a silk banner appropriated inscribed— 
for the brst display of agricultural pursuits. 
This fact has obtamec foi it the name of the 
banner city. 


Of Bismarck, its county seat, aud the em- 


brj onic capital of tJe Territory, 1 wish to say a 
few words. There is no city in the west that 
possesses brighter prospects. Surronndeo. on all 
hides bv a rich farming country, and situated on 
the banks of the Big Muddy, where it is span- 
ned with a milhon-anc-a-ha f dollar bridge by 
the greatest trans-continental railroad of the 
unive.-s : with two more lints projeotec. toward 
the city from the south and east, and one from 
it to the north, Bismarck will command the 
commerce of a vast country. It is the center of 
a. land district larger khan the state of New 
York, and must eventually have large mi.ls anc 
factories to supply Bach an extensive tributary. 
The state buildings have been ocated here, and 
it is estimated will cosxc half a million c o.lara, 
to be erected without coat to the Territory. 
Work haa already commenced on this edifice, 
and a force of five huncred men or more will be 
employed continually, working at night by 
electiio light. 550,000 will also be expended in 
n penitentiary and 830,000 in a school house, 
both of which are now in process of construc- 
tion, la addition to these public improve- 
ments numerous anc costly private residenc.fi 
and business blocks are being erected, and many 
more are merely in conttmplution, owing to the 
scarcity 'of labor ane building material, of 
which it is impossible to sup >ly the demand. 


Two large brick yards are in active operation, 


and a third is to be estaplishec at once, -t 
would be too ong a t«s c to* enumerate the var- 
ious indicia of prosperity or the ipany sources 


of profit, and the valuable time of the reader 
that _ have already consumec. precludes 
a 


further trespass, or at mo t more than a general 
(•tatement To capital and labor alike Bit marc k 
holds out sp.endid inducements. 


From the facts I have a reac y stated me-

company, asking for the right of way to con- 
strnt^ca street railway in the city, to be built 
within one year, and to have the exclusive right 
of way for fifty years and to operate no* less 
than two miles of road, was read the second time 
anc an ordinance granting the privileges asked 
for was passed. Thu city attorney was instructed 
to see that good and sufficient bonds be given 
by the street railway company for the faithful 
fullfilment of the conditions of the agreement. 
The ordinance specifies that tne road shall ex- 
tend from Washington avenue to Ninth street 
on Main, and that branches from this principal 
line sufficient to make/two miles of track, shall 
be built on the otber most important thorough- 
fares.

The wonderful rapidity with which this precious 
border of the .mountain-born stream is growing 
and increasing every year is a matter of much 
comment, and the fact tbat numerous saw mills 
will soon send forta the ringing music of their 
whirling steel is beyond per-adventnre, and 
cannot be denied.

What 
plaintive, heart-rending stoiies must have been 
told through the little opening in this door, 
when some young man would write back thou- 
sands of miles to his parents, or sister, or 
brother, or sweetheart, anc tel. them that tbe 
first heavy snow storm of the season had set in, 
and the train that carried the note would be the 
last for several months. Or when some hardy, 
open-hearted boy would write to an old-time 
chum and tell him that "Jack died with his 
boots on l&st nigh~, and will be buried jy the 
boys today. We will give him a decent burial, 
though, and have ordered several kegs of beer 
and twelve bottles of whisky for the occasion."
